The “ Don’t Worry Club’

The Don’t Worry Club was started around 1901 as a scheme for 
increasing the circulation of the Atchison (Kansas) Globe newspaper by 
its editor, Ed Howe. The club was formed after Mr. Howe talked to 
Charley Poehler, a local butcher, who positively refused to WOrry Over 
anything. Mr. Howe drew up principles for the club which included 
about seventeen main declarations. Number 7 was “No good member of 
the Don’t Worry Club will have too much confidence in lawyers or 
doctors; to call them is often an indication that you are worrying over 
something”. Other principles of the club deal with Good and Bad 
habits, Drinking, Laziness and that the Atchison Globe was the best of 
all cures for worry. The club was picked up by other newspapers and 
took off like wildfire. Eq had fifty thousand buttons made up by The 
Whitehead & Hoag Co., Newark, N.J. The patch of blue on the button 
refers to “Don’t Get Blue”. 

The Schwaab Co. of Milwaukee, Wis. was making tokens that included 
the wording “I AM A LOYAL MEMBER OF THE DONT WORRY 
CLUB”. c. 1905-1907. In 1908 the Swastika first appeared on tokens as 
the “MEMBERSHIP EMBLEM OF THE DONT WORRY CLUB”.

STEPS IN DESIGNING A SCRIP NOTE 
David D. Gladfelter, NLG 


Some previously unknown proofs of New Jersey depression scrip, made in the 1930s by 
subsidiary companies of the American Bank Note Company, surfaced in an auction sale earlier 
this year of archival material released by ABNCo. The sale was conducted by H. R. Harmer, Inc., 
of West Caldwell, N. J. 


One can regret the demise of highly-skilled intaglio engraving as the essence of the 
security printing industry, as evidenced by the disposal at auction over the past 15 years of 
ABNCo’s proofs, vignettes, artwork, plates, transfer rolls, files and production records that were 
formerly so carefully safeguarded. But release of this material, now in the hands of collectors and 
museums, has provided an opportunity to know and understand how the notes, bills and other 
financial and monetary instruments of yesterday’s economy were made in a way that minimized 
the potential for fraud and deception. 


In colonial and early Federal times, all of New Jersey’s paper money and scrip were 
printed from typeset forms on a letterpress. Some of the other colonies issued bills printed from 
engraved copper plates. Engraving came to New Jersey when banks began issuing notes for 
circulation beginning in 1805. The earliest banknotes were engraved entirely by hand. Later, 
portions of the design such as borders, counters (value dies) and vignettes were transferred to the 
printing plate by the process called siderography. As the plate was being prepared, the engraver 
sometimes made impressions from the partially finished surface to see what the design looked 
like thus far. These impressions are called “progress proofs.” 


Although rare in 20" Century security printing, a true progress proof (by Hamilton Bank 
Note Company of New York) was made of the Bergen County tax anticipation note of April 1, 
1934, and is shown above along with the finished note. As you see, the border design, the vignette 
(titled “Alerta,” made by a predecessor company, National Bank Note Co., in the 1860s), and the 
bill headings were engraved first, then the text and signatures were added and the county seal and 
date of issue were overprinted in a contrasting color. The progress proof was part of lot 1762 in 
the Harmer sale. 


The “scrip” forms used in producing the Borough of Westville $1 note of Nov. 1, 1933, 
illustrated herein, resemble progress proofs, but they are actually something else. They are stock 
forms that were kept in a sample book and shown to prospective customers when placing their 
orders for depression scrip. In this case the printer was E. A. Wright Bank Note Co. of 
Philadelphia, which made depression scrip for many towns and counties in New Jersey. At the top 
is a simple border form; in the middle is the same form with “scrip” symbols and a background 
tint added, and at the bottom is the finished note (unlisted in Mitchell and Shafer, but similar to 
NJ 985-1.b.) The codes “P8427” and “D4067” written on the form are identifying numbers used 
by the banknote company, and the crayon cancellation was probably marked on it when it went 
out of use. The forms were part of lots 1751 and 1765 in the Harmer sale, which also contained an 
entire form book for stock certificate production (lot 2310). Also shown is an E. A. Wright 
advertising sample using the same scrip form.
